More Job Opportunities 
for Permanent Residents 


By HELENY. H. HUI 


SAN ERANCISCO- State 
statutes discriminating against 
permanent resident aliens or non- 
immigrant aliens with long legal 
residence have been litigated -in 
the courts recemtly and most of the 
decisions have declared the state 
restrictions Unconstitutional， ac- 
cording to a recent issue of the 
Interpreter Releases. 

PHYSICIANS 

The New York State 下 ducation 
Law and regulations used to 
require that a physician must be 
either a United States citizen，oOT 
file a declaration of intention to 
become a citizen，to be licensed. 
Also, any such license would term- 
inate upon the alien physician's 
failure to become a citizen within 
ten years of licensure, 


The Federal District Court in 
New York heldq that such dis- 
criminations violated the Equal 
Protection Clause of the， Four- 
teenth Amendment because classi- 
fications based on alienage are in- 
herently suspect and no rational 
relationship was shown between 
the restrictive provisions and a 
constitutionally permissible state 
interest.， 

The State of New York argued 
that the law would encourage 
alien physicians to demonstrate a 
political commitment to the 
United States，to participate in 
public affairs, and to remain here 
to serve their patients， The couxrt 
rejected the attempted justifica- 
tion of the state's restriction on 
alien employment, saying: 


“...A physician's participation 
in political affairs has no bearing 
on his dedication to his patients 
concern, There is not the slightest 
link between a physician's citizen- 
ship and his competency as 3 
physician or surgeon.” 

TEACHERS 

A _ similar section of the New 
York State Education Law Pro- 
vides that no alien may be em- 
ployed to teach in the public 
schools unless and until that alien 
has made application to become a 
United States citizen and there- 
after proceed in due course to 


become a citizen , 

The plaintiffs are resident 
aliens, married to citizens，who do 
not intend to relinquish their 
foreign nationality. There was no 
question they were qualified to 
teach . 

The State government argued 
that 过 had a compelling interest in 
assuring that those who teach its 
young are quajlified， both by 
example and profession，to trans- 
mit the American heritage to their 
students. In other words, the state 
insisted that its teachers must 
show by example that they believe 
in the American tradition which 
they are to transmit to their 
students，and that their refusal to 
become or declare to become 
citizens is therefore a negative 
influence on students. 


The District Court in New York 
struck down the pertinent section 
of the New York State 匡 ducation 
Law on the basis that the alien 's 
decision to retain his native citi- 
zenship does not render him or her 
a_ negative influence on students， 
or make that teacher inherently 
unqualified to teach. In fact，the 
three-judge decision continued to 
Say that“New York's attempt to 
exclude all non-applicant aliens 
from its academic community 
seems repugnant to the very heri- 


tage the .State is seeking to 
inculcate...” 
PUBLIC CONSTRUCTION 


Painting contractors with State 
contracts and their resident alien 
employees whose employment 
would be affected by enforcement 
of a New York State Labor Law 
won a victory on New Years Day 
this year when the United States 
Supreme Court affirmed the lower 
court decision 


The New York State Labor Law 
provided that in public work con- 
struction，employment preference 
must be given to citizens of the 
State of New York who had been 
residents of the State for at least 
twelve months. 


The lower court held the state 
unconstitutional as to resident 
aliens both as a denial of equal 


protection under the Fourteenth 
Amendment and as impermissible 
under the Supremacy Clause as 让 
imposes additional burdens on the 
regujlation of aliens not contem- 
Plated by Congress. 


The decision stated that“...The 
state has a duty to all its lawful 
residents, resident alien or citizen ， 
It must try to see to it that they do 
not starve，that they have equal 
access to state public employment， 
as well as membership in the Bar， 
and that they have equal access to 
Private employment...Its duty to 
reduce unemployment is as much 
a _ duty to the alien as to the 
citizen...” 

TROOPERS 

However, the State government 
won in a case involving an alien 
resident who wanted to take the 
state police examination， The 
Federal District Court in New 
York found that the State had a 
special interest in the compos- 
ition and loyalty of its police force 
which justified the citizenship re- 
quirement. 

Resident aliens have had some- 
what better treatment in the State 
of California，where most Chinese 
Americans prefer to stay， Cali- 
fornia law does not prohibit 
licensing or employment of per- 
manent residents as physicians， 
teachers，or in public work con- 
struction， according to Henry 
Der，Director of the Chinese for 
Affirmative Action， 


In fact, Chinese Americans won 
in the United States Supreme 
Court decision in Wong u. 五 azmPp- 
ton last year the right of alien 
permanent residents to _ employ- 
ment with the federal civil service. 
However，then President Cerald 
Ford subsequently issued 正 xecu- 
tive Order No. 11935 to prohibit 
such employment. Plaintiffs” 
attorneys have been back in court 
asking to have the order nullified 
on the grounds there is no 
congressional authority for the 
President's order. There is as yet 
no decision on the request， ， 

Altogether，even though there 
are Some victories，many hurdqdles 
remain ahead for aliens residqing in 
these United States. 


Sion of a peace treaty between

Apparently convinced that rec- 
ognition would help deter possible 
Soviet aggression on the 8,000km

“Hegemony 一 domination ”of 
one country by another 一 is the 
word that holds up the Sino-Japa- 
nese peace treaty, Obviously refer- 
ring to the Soviet Union, the Chi- 
nese insist that an anti-hegemony 
clause be included in the proposed 
Sino-Japanese treaty that the late 
Premier Chou En-lai and former 
Japanese Prime Minister Kakuei 
Tanaka initiated when the two 
countries established diplomatic 
relations in 1972，the journalist 
Said， 

Eager to maintain a balance in 
relations both with Peking and 
Moscow，the Japanese have 
dragged their feet on the treaty 
until now. Revived by Fukuda, 站 
is once more under active discus- 
sion in both countries. 


CGOOD FAITH 

To show his good faith，Fukuda 
recently entrusted opposition 天 o- 
meito Party leader Yoshikatsu Ta- 
keiri with the job of explaining his 
viewsto Chairman Hua Kuo-feng.

The announcement thus has re- 
lieved much anxiety， It has also 
generally met with approval by 
people from all walks of life. 
Community leaders considered 
that the extra year would enable 
MacLehose to _ further his social 
reform program:， The ambitious 
projects to _ upgrade education， 
public housing，medical services 
and social welfare which he 
announced in 1972 were curtailed 
following the 1973 oil crisis and 
the world economic recession .

Western Reporters in 


China Air Frustration 


WASHINGTON- Western corT- 
Tespondents in Peking are frustrat- 
ed by lack of access to sources of 
information and by the various re- 
strictions imposed on them by the 
Chinese authorities，according to 
professor of journalism who inter- 
viewed some of the Western journ- 
alists in Peking. 

In a report to a recent south- 
east regional conference of the 
Association for Asian Studies in 
Gainesville，Florida，Prof， John 
W. English of the University of 
Georgia said that while the Wes- 
tern press idqeal is to have journ- 
alists roaming the globe reporting 
freely what they see and hear, this 
ideal is nowhere close to being 
achieved in China. 

“On a recent trip to China as a 
tourist,”said Prof. English，”“I met 
a half dozen of the Peking-based 
Western journalists and asked 
about their lives as correspond- 
ents attempting to cover the most 
populous and notoriously closed 
society in the world，Cenerally， 
they spoke freely about their 
frustrations 一 lack of access to 
Sources of information，mistreat- 
ment，hassles with red tape re- 
garding travel and interview 
requests 一 plus a few satisfac- 
tions.” 

CONTACT 

Quoting one “young corTespon- 
dent” in Peking, Prof. English saiqd 
the information department of teh 
Foreign Ministry is the primary 
contact of foreign .correspondents 
in China.“They are China to us， 
the young correspondent quoted 
as saying. “They have to be 
contacted for trips，interviews， 
everything. Yet within the Peking 
bureaucracy，the information de- 
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partment is inadequatley staffed 
and generally neglected. Only two 
staffers have any idea of what the 
Western press needs and they cant 
do much about 让 .” 

Another foregin correspondent， 
Margaret Jones of the Sydney 
Morning erald， was more blunt. 

She told Prof. English，”“I cant 
just go to the information depart- 
ment and request certain facts or 
figurges I need as background for 
a _ story. Even 让 they had such 
overall information，they dont 
want to give it out, When I ring 
them up and ask the simplest 
question 一 such as when a certain 


visitor is due in Peking 一 their 
response is，`We don't know bnut 
will take note of your inquiry.， My 
letters of request often are not 
answered， No reasons are given 
why I cant go Somewhere. I have 
tried for two years to get permis- 
sion to ride on the underground 
railway in the city, but no avail., 工 
recently wrote asking to visit a 
courtyard committee of a_neigh- 
borhood commune and got no 
reply. It was a full year before I 
could go out of Peking University 
and only then with a visitor from 
abroad. The information depart- 
ment's attitutde is that it's just not 
conveniefkt forthem.” 

Prof. English also quoted a- 
nother Western correspondent in 
Peking as saying that foreign cor- 
respondents cant get immediate 
response from the information 
department to an outside interna- 
tional development， 

“Sometimes Hsinhua will issue a 
statement about it two days later， 
but then its no longer important.”

SAN FRANCISCO- On Decem- 
ber 25 last year，Chairman Hua 
Kuo-feng delivered his first formal 
speech at the Second National 
Conference on Learning from 
Tachai in Agriculture held in 
Peking. Having made his opening

Mao made this speech at an 
enlarged meeting of the Political 
Bureau of the Party Central 
Committee on April 25,， 1956. At 
that time,， Mao was in full control 
and carried his prestige to the 
peak of his career,. However,，1956 
was the most eventful year in the 
history of modern communism. In 
that year，in the Soviet Union 
Khrushchev denounced Stalin at 
the 20th Party Congress and 
proclaimed the end of personality 
cult, and in China Mao deplored 
Khrushchev's action by pubjlishing 
his_ article “On the HHistorical 
Experience of the Dictatorship of 
the Proletariat.” Mao still had 
faith in himself and，with self- 
confidence and in his right mind， 
wrote and made the speech “On 
the Ten Major Relationships, 
which turned out incidently to be 
his last comprehensive. and con- 
structive pojitical thesis of practi- 
cal value. Meanwhile, in the same 
year, helaunched the campaign of 
“Hundred Flowers Blooming and 
Hundred Schools of Thought Con- 
tending” which invited criticism 
from dissatisfied intellectuals 
against the Party and the gov- 
ernment,. Since then， Mao was not 
quite sure of his prestige，and had 
to promote personality cult to 
regain his supreme authority. 
One who reads this article will 
undoubtedly _ believe that the 
Chairman wrote this thesis in 
Sober earnestness， However，it is 
perhaps apropos to quote Pro- 
fessor A. Doak Barnett of Colum- 
bia University，also Chairman of 
the National Committee on U.S.- 
China Relations， In his book 
“China After Mao,”Prof. Barnett 
points out: “In sum，Mao's pre- 
Scriptions for the future，both at 
home and abroad, suggest that in 
many ways what Mao stands for is 
obsolete as a guide to action for 
China as it moves along the road 
toward modernization and in- 
creasingly plays the role of a great

Relationships”; 

1，The Relationship between7 
Heavy Industry on the One Hand 
and_ Light Industry and Agri- 
culture On the Other: The 
emphasis in our country's con- 
struction is on heavy industry. The 
problem now is to increase the 
proportion of investment for agri- 
culture and light industry. In the 
long run, the development of agri- 
culture and light _ industry w 训 
lead to a greater and faster 
development of heavy industry 
and, since it ensures the livelihood 
of the people, it will lay a more 
solid foundation for the 'develop- 
ment of heavy industry， 


AGAINST WAR 
”2，The Relationship between 
Industry in the Coastal Regions 
and Industry in the Interior; In 
the past our industry was con- 
centrated in the coastal regions. 
This  irrational situation is a 
product of history，The greater 
part of the new industry should be 
located in the interior so that 
industry may gradually become 
evenly distributed; moreover， 
this will heljp our Preparations 
against War. 

3，The Relationship ”between 
Economic Construction and De- 
fence Construction: National 
defence is indispensable， Only 
with the faster growth of eco- 
nomic construction can there be 
more progress in defence con- 
struction,. We must strengthen OUT 
national defence，and for that 
purpose we must first of all 
strengthen our Work in economic 
construction . 


4，The Relationship ”between 
the State, the Unites of Production 
and the Producers: The relation- 
ship between the state on the one 
hand and factories and agricul- 
tural co-operatives on the other 
and the relationship ”between 
factories and agricultural co- 
operatives on the one hand and 
the producers on the other should 
both be handled well，With the 
growth of our economy as 3 
whole，wages should be appro- 
priately adjusted. In short，con- 
sideration must be given to both 
sides, not to just one, whether they 
are the state and the factory, the 
state and the worker，the factory 
and the worker, the state and the 
co-operative，the state and the 
peasant，or the co-operative andq 
the peasant. 


POWERS 

5，The Relationship between 
the Central Authorities and the 
Local Authorities: Our attention 
should now be focused on how to 
enlarge the powers of the local 
authorities to_ some extent，give 
them greater independence and 
let them do more，all on the 
promise that the unified leader- 
ship of the central authorities is to 
be strengthened. It is far better to 
havethe initiative come from both 
the central and local authorities 
than from one source alone, If we 
are to strengthen the central 
authorities， we must attend to the 
interests of the localities， In short， 
centralization must be enforced 
where it is possible and necessary， 
otherwise it should not be imposed 
at al1. 

6，The _ Relationship between 
the Han Nationality and the 


Minority Nationalities: We say 
China is a country vast in terTri- 
tory, rich in resources and large im 
population; as a matter of fact 让 这 
the Han nationajlity whose pop- 
ulation is large and the minority 
nationajlities whose territory is Vast 
and whose resources are rich, or at 
least in all probability their re- 
sources under the soil are rich. We 
must foster good relations between 
the Han nationality and the 
minority nationalities，and streng- 
then the unity of all the national- 
ities. 


COEXISTENCE 

7.， The Relationship between 
Party and Non-Party: As we see 这 
now，it's perhaps better to have 
Several parties. This has been true 
in the past and may well be so for 
the future; it means long-terrm co- 
existence and mutual supervision . 
We have purposely let the demo- 
cratic parties remain.， The Com- 
munist Party and the democratic 
parties are all products of history. 
What emerges in history dis- 
appears in history, Therefore, the 
Communist Party wi 刘 disappear 
one day，and so will the demo- 
cratic parties，I _ suggest that you 
should give attention to our united 
front work so as to improve Our 
relations with them . 


8，The Relationship ”between 
Revolution and Counter- 
Revolution: Adopting the policy 
of killing none when eliminating 
counter-revolutionaries from Par- 
ty _ and government organs in 
no Way prevents Us from being 
strict with them. Instead， it serves 
as 3a safegaurd against  irre- 
trievable mistakes, and if mistakes 
are made, it gives us an Opportun- 
ity to correct them. In this way， 
many people will be put at ease 
and distrust among comrades 
inside the 了 Party avoided， All 
counter-revolutionaries should be 
given a way out through earning 3 
living, so that they can start anew. 


MISTAKES 

9，The Relationship between 
Right and Wrong: The correct 
attitude towards people who have 
made mistakes should be to adopt 
a_ policy of “learning from Past 
mistakes to avoid future ones and 
curing the sickness to save the 
patient.”Probably no one is free 
from mistakes，only some make 
more and some less, and once they 
do they need help. For revolution， 
it is always better to have more 
people. The maijority of those who 
have erred can correct their 
mistakes. : 


10.， The Relationship between 
China and Other Countries: Our 
policy is to learn from the strong 
points of all nations and all 
countries， In the natural sciences 
we are rather backward, and here 
we should make a special effort to 
learn from foreign ， countries. 
China is inferior to other countries 
in many respects，and so has no 
Teason to feel conceited.， Even 
when one day our country be- 
comes Strong and prosperous，wWe 
must still remain modest and 
prudent，learn from other coun- 
tries and not allow ourselves to 
become swollen with conceit，

HONG KONG (PNS)- At a time

An All-American Pastime? 
Ugh! What an Ugly Thought 


Wife-beating. What an unpala- 
table thought. 

Most Persons think of it as a rare 
phenomenon，occurring only 
among the very poor and un- 
educated. If you agree,- yOU Te as 


WwWIOng as T was. 


CRIM 


Wife-beating is an all- 
American pastime，said an expert 
on the topic last Thursday，Febru- 
ary 3，at Stanford University. 
Marya Crambs, a clinical psychol- 
ogist，gave the following grim sta- 
tistics ; 

一 An incident of wife-beating 
oOccurs every 30 seconds. It is as 
frequent in the middle and upper 
classes as among poor people. 

一 Wife beating is rarely report- 
ed to the police who，when called 
in prefer not to intervene. 

一 Almost half of married 
couples have violent episodes be- 
tween them, and about 12 匈 do so 
frequently. Most of the violence is 
directed against women， 

一 A Boston hospital reported 
that70% of their emergency-room 
assaujt victims were women beat- 
en in the home，usually by a 
husband or lover. 

一 In' one study，half of all 
women seeking divorce cited vio- 
lence as the reason for wanting 
divorce. 

一 Nearly half of all crimes 
directed against women (except 
murder) occur at home， 

Who are the women who _ need 
help? What kind of man beats his 
wife? 

TYPICAL 

“The typical battered women is 
Simply your typical women,”she 
said, “We feel a woman who is 
battered is not Psychologically 
disturbed. It is not her individual 
mental problem . 

“Rather，society is primarily to 
blame. Most women are Victims of 
social conditioning. They have 
been taught since childhood that 
they need a man to fulfill them- 
selves，that they must be depen- 
dent, and thus they tend to accept 
beatings as 过 they deserved it all.” 

One of the popular myths abonut 
wife-beating is that it occurs only 
among the lower classes，in the 
ghetto, or among particular ethnic 
groups. This is untrue，she said. 

One lawyer who specializes in 
domestic violence stated that the 
Worst case of wife-beating she ever 
Saw was committed by a surgeon 
who，among other things，broke 
his wife's back. 

A study comparing a Harlem 
population with a suburban pop- 
ulation showed equal amounts of 
wife-beating. 

“So why single out the poor?” 
Grambs asks. “Because they are 
more visible，Poor people have 
fewer resources and often no other 
option than to call the police. 


“People with money go to PSsy- 
chiatrists， doctors， and family 
counselors. Poor people have jless 
to hidqe,， 

NEXT DOOR 

“The typical battering man is 
simply the man next door. He is 
often charming，handsome，even 
tender， He can be in the PTA or 
Boy Scouts，The in-laws often 
adore him, But hehas a Jekyll and 
Hyde personality.” 

So，how does wife-beating re- 
late to Chinese AmericansP Idont 
know. But I could hazard a guess; 
we are verIy similar to what the 
statistics indicate. 

Dont forget， the Chinese male 
and female have inherited a tra- 
dition of “Daughters，obey your 
father while you re at home，obey 
your husband after youTre mar- 
ried，and obey your son in your 
old agel ”, Both sexes have adhered 
to the principle laid down through 
the ages， Therefore， we Imust 
conclude that many Chinese 
American wives are “enjoying” 
this all-American pastime，which 
is not SoO American after all. 

The female is not the only party 
being victimized. The husband, in 
beating his wife, is debasing him- 
self、The worst sufferors are the 
helpless children.
